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Strategic Planning Committee convenes 


O, September 26, 1995, members of the TSUD Strategic Planning Committee (SPC), rep- 


resenting faculty, students, staff from TSUD, community leaders, Wallace College, business 


and industry, the Alabama Commission on Higher Education, and the Alabama Legislature, 


met to initiate the planning effort. A planning consultant has been retained to act as staff to the 


chair of the SPC and to work with the committee, Dr. Patterson, and the TSUD faculty and 


staff in preparing the plan. 


Two sets of work groups, external and internal, are currently in the process 
of collecting data and identifying factors that will be considered as the SPC 
develops strategies and specific objectives to advance TSUD over the next 
three years. 

External work groups are addressing macro-issues that consist of realities, 
trends, and expectations for the next three years in the following four areas: 

a. Local/Regional/State Political and Educational Climate 
b. Demographic and Social Issues 

c. Economic and Business Issues 

d. The Role of Technology 

Internal technical teams are reviewing the institution’s current conditions 
and identifying factors (both strengths and weaknesses) as the committee 
identifies planning assumptions to guide them in the following areas: 

a. Student Profiles 
b. Program Offerings, Current Capabilities, Accreditation 
Criteria, and Cooperative Agreements 
c. Personnel, Organization, and Technology 
d. Finance and Facilities

Instead of a rush of evening students arriving on the 
TSUD campus on Wednesday, October 4, Hurricane Opal 
made her way across the 250-acre landscape. Fortunately, 
major damage was held to a minimum. 


According to Scot Craig, director 
of grounds, the most critical damage 
was eighteen of the oak trees on the 
main drive were blown over. The 
majority of those have been reposi- 
tioned, but the future of these trees is 
uncertain at this time. One light pole 
was leveled on the main drive into the 
University. Several large pine trees 
were uprooted and landed in parking areas around campus. 
Only one large red oak tree was lost in the front area of 
Malone Hall. Trees, too numerous to count, were lost in the 
nature area behind campus and along the Thomas Harrison 


Malone Hall suffered some minor damage to shingles and 
to the dormer on the east side. The satellite dish beside 
Adams Hall received some damage from the high winds.

The Student Support Services Program has accepted 
thirty-one new participants in the program thus far Fall 
Quarter 1995 with assessments scheduled for six more 
within the next week. Most of these are fall quarter enrol- 
lees who attended orientation and opted to enter the pro- 
gram. 


Program participants are first generation, low income, 
or documented disabled students with demonstrated 
academic needs. Two-thirds of the total 165 participants 
must qualify as both first generation and low income stu- 
dents. All participants must complete an application and 
assessment process. The assessments administered by 
Debora Pettway, counselor, are the Wide Range Achieve- 
ment Test (WRAT), the Peterson’s Career Inventory, the 
Electronic Learning and Study Skills Inventory Assess- 
ment, and a retention survey. Participants must complete 
the assessment before they can be assigned a tutor or 
receive any services. 


When a student enters the program, we track student 
progress until completion of educa- 
tional goals at TSUD. We realize 
that when a student completes his 
or her educational goal, it is a suc- 
cess for the University as well as a 
personal achievement for the stu- 
dent. The program works because 
University faculty, staff, and tutors 
work in unity with the participants 
to provide the greatest oppor- 
tunities for student accomplishment.
